Charlevoix Township increases Venetian donation at June 8 Meeting

CHARLEVOIX TOWNSHIP: 
On Monday, the Charlevoix 
Township Board decided to in- 
crease their yearly donation to 
the Venetian Festival. 

The meeting was short and 
sweet, but saw agenda items 
from discussion over the use of 
residentially zoned properties to 
a determination to increase the 
yearly donation given by the 
Township to the Venetian Festi- 


val by $500. For the past three 
years the Township has donated 
$7,000 to the festival; however 
they decided to add $500 after a 
presentation by Venetian Board 
of Directors members Dan Bar- 
ron and John Winn. 

“We have had excellent sup- 
port for the festival...from the 
township,” stated Barron. He ex- 
plained to the Board that while 
the Festival receives over 
$200,000 in private donations 
every year, every penny of those 


contributions goes directly to 
improving the festival. 

Of the donations, major por- 
tions go toward security for the 
festival, which will feature a Sat- 
urday evening street closure this 
year. The closure was well liked 
by festival goers in 2014, and will 
hopefully be extended this year. 
In order to accommodate the clo- 
sure however, signs have to be 
rented from the Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation that 
are upwards of $6,000. The Festi- 


val Board considered these cost 
increases when asking for dona- 
tions this year. 

“Instead of making (the festi- 
val) larger and longer we just try 
to make it better,” said Barron. 

The Township Board approved 
the increase of $500, which 
means they are now considered 
VIP Donors. 

The Venetian Festival draws 
over 100,000 people to the 
Charlevoix Area, and has at least

Most everyone has a headache from 
time to time. Headache is the primary 
complaint of 10 million people who went 
to an ER or visited a doctor in the past 
year, is the most common bodily pain re- 
ported, and is one of the top 10 reasons for 
doctor visits. According to migraine.com, 
headaches result in 127 million sick days 
each year. 

Headaches begin in the muscles or 
nerves of the head, or in the blood vessels 
of the brain. There are a variety of types 
of headaches, based on symptoms. Some 
headache types include: cluster 
headaches, tension headaches, sinus 
headaches, hangover headaches, rebound 
headaches, exertion headaches and caf- 
feine headaches. There are also spinal 
headaches, cough headaches, and men- 


strual headaches. 

While they can be painful, headaches 
are typically harmless. In some situa- 
tions, it is important to seek medical at- 
tention for headaches as they may bea 
symptom of a more serious underlying 
disorder. Immediate medical attention 
should be sought if headaches occur more 
frequently, daily, or with greater severity 
or another change in the pattern of the 
headaches. Seek immediate medical at- 
tention if headaches occur suddenly and 
severely, begin after age 50, cause seizures 
or confusion, or if the headache is accom- 
panied by fever, elevated blood pressure, 
stiff neck, vision changes, weakness, 
fainting or loss of coordination. 

Migraines are different than headaches 
as migraine is a genetic neurological dis- 
ease. Of the 100 million people in the US. 
that have headaches, about 37 million of 


these have migraines. Migraines may re- 
sult in an inability to participate in nor- 
mal activities. The symptoms of migraine 
vary and fall into two general types, mi- 
graine with aura and migraine without 
aura. Symptoms include: throbbing, pul- 
sating pain, light or sound sensitivity, 
nausea, paint on one side of the head, vi- 
sion changes, aura, and/or vomiting. 

The precise cause of migraines is un- 
known. Brain scans show that migraines 
may be due to hyperactivity in parts of 
the brain. The brain of a person suscepti- 
ble to migraines is different, on a bio- 
chemical level, than the brain of a person 
who does not have migraines. Migraines 
are more common in women than men.

Think before you ink, re- 
minds the Health Department 
of Northwest Michigan. 

The Health Department en- 
courages potential tattoo and 
piercing clients to do their re- 
search on body art facilities. 
Only licensed facilities—those 
inspected and approved by 
Health Department sanitari- 
ans—may legally perform tat- 
tooing, branding, or body 
piercings. 

It is extremely important that 
individuals use reputable, li- 
censed artists for their body 
art, said Scott Kendzierski, Di- 
rector of Environmental Health 
at the Health Department. “Un- 
licensed operations put people 


at serious risk of contracting 
unwanted and potentially life- 
altering bloodborne diseases or 
infections. Many unlicensed 
‘artists’ have not apprenticed 
under a technician or been 
properly trained, which can re- 
sult in a range of issues from 
poor artistry to infection and 
disfigurement.” 

The inspection process en- 
sures that tattooists and 
piercers are in compliance with 
state regulation. For example, 
inspectors will review the facil- 
ity’s records for training docu- 
mentation, equipment 
sterilization records, and signed 
parental consent forms. Inspec- 
tions also evaluate cleaning and 


sterilization practices, cross- 
contamination prevention pro- 
cedures, sharps procedures, 
expiration dates of inks and 
sterilized equipment, and the 
use of approved products and 
materials. Such requirements 
aim to decrease the risk of 
transmission of bloodborne dis- 
eases such as Hepatitis B, Hepa- 
titis C, and Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV). 
Michigan law states that indi- 
viduals shall not tattoo, brand, 
or perform body piercing un- 
less they operate out of a li- 
censed facility. Not only do 
unlicensed body artists break 
the law, but they may risk the 
health of their clients by not 


following appropriate infection 
control protocols. 

“There are many unlicensed 
people tattooing and piercing 
that do not have the proper 
training, equipment, or envi- 
ronment to conduct procedures 
safely,” said Kendzierski. “Body 
modification—whether a tattoo 
or piercing—is a medical proce- 
dure and should be done under 
controlled conditions with the 
highest level of client education 
and assurance.”

We have spaces open for 
volunteer judges on the course if 
there’s anyone who’s interested in 
helping out. The event will run from 
approx. 7:30am to 1:30pm and will be 
held at the Odawa Casino Parking Lot. 

The Michigan Small Bus Roadeo was 
first hosted by the Passenger Trans- 
portation Division of the Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation in 1976 to 
train and test the skills of its rural 
small bus drivers. Forty years later, 
the Michigan Small Bus Roadeo is seen 
as a national frontrunner in this 
unique and exciting training exercise 
that culminates with a national compe- 
tition at the Community Transporta- 
tion of America annual Expo. Each 
year Michigan sends its top three indi- 
vidual drivers from the Michigan 
Statewide Small Bus Roadeo to repre- 
sent its small bus drivers from commu- 
nities across the state at this 
national/international event. 

Several transit agencies have part- 
nered with Michigan Association of 
Transportation Systems (MASSTrans) 
and MDOT to provide additional train- 
ing and skills building opportunities 
for drivers by hosting regional roadeo 
events across the state. The 1st Annual 
Northern Michigan Regional Roadeo 
will be held in Petoskey at the Odawa 
Casino Overflow Parking Lot on Satur- 
day, June 20th beginning at 8:30 a.m. 
The event is being hosted by 
Charlevoix County Transit, Little Tra- 
verse Bay Band of Odawa Indians 
Transportation Program, and Odawa 
Casino. 

The majority of the skills competi- 
tion involves moving a transit vehicle 
around and though ten obstacles on a 
course representing maneuvers com- 
monly faced while driving the bus. 
Lane changes, passenger boarding, 
backing and diminishing clearances 
are just a few of the problems faced on 
the driving course. The second portion 
of the skills test is a pre-trip inspection 
where the operator inspects the vehi- 
cle for safety violations. In addition to 
the skills competition, the operators 
are tested on their knowledge topics 
such as passenger assistance and cus- 
tomer service, defensive driving and 
rules of the road via a written test. 

The regional roadeos are used by 
agencies as training sessions for driv- 
ers as well as practice sessions for 
those attending the statewide event. 
This year’s 40th Anniversary event 
will be held at the Bavarian Inn in 
Frankenmuth on August 27th, with 
competition to begin just after lunch 
with a dinner and awards ceremony to 
follow. More than 50 drivers from 
around the state representing rural 
and urban systems around the state 
will compete for the title of Michigan 
Small Bus Driver of the Year. Keynote 
speaker Rich Sampson, CTAA Na- 
tional Roadeo Coordinator, will offer 
remarks on the value and skills bus op- 
erators add to our communities by 
safely transporting the mobility de- 
pendent, as well as those riders of 
choice, to and from their daily destina- 
tions. The importance of rural public 
transit continues to grow as our soci- 
ety moves forward, and skilled well 
trained bus operators will continue to 
be an important key to providing 
transportation services to our aging 
and transit dependent populations.

BOYNE CITY - City Commis- 
sioners approved a Develop- 
ment Agreement to installa 
sewer system along the west 
side of Lakeshore Drive and 
Front Street at the June 9 City 
Commission meeting. A new 
FOIA policy was also accepted 
and a contract to install fenc- 
ing around city well houses ap- 
proved. 

A revised Development 
Agreement between Sommer- 
set Pointe, Eveline Township 
and the City of Boyne City to 
install a sewer system was ap- 
proved. The sewer main will be 
available to service city, town- 
ship and Sommerset Pointe 
residents living along the 
route. The main and related in- 
frastructure would be built and 
paid for initially by Sommerset 
Pointe Development, to serve 
their developments in Eveline 
Township. During the first 15 
years after the line is put into 
operation properties that con- 
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Boyne City partners with township anc 
Sommerset Pointe for new sewer system 


nect to the system in the Town- 
ship will be charged a $10,000 
implementation fee to help off- 
set development costs. The 
first $550,000 of those fees 
would go to the City’s Sewer 
fund to help offset future main- 
tenance and equipment re- 
placement costs. Further 
revenues would be used to help 
pay for the project’s construc- 
tion. This agreement would re- 
place an earlier, 2007 
agreement that was never im- 
plemented. “For citizens of the 
city of Boyne City nothing is 
going to change, no implemen- 
tation fee and the rates remain 
the same,” said City Attorney 
Jim Murray. Township resi- 
dents pay one and a half the 
city rate for connection fee and 
rates and a $10,000 implemen- 
tation fee. “There are fees and 
rules to township residents 
that don’t apply to city resi- 
dents, “he said. "It’s a 
win/win,” said Dan Barron, 
the attorney representing Som- 
merset Pointe. All commission- 


ers were in support of the 
agreement. “From the start I 
think we’ve pretty much been 
in agreement and support for 
the benefit of the lake and 
property owners,” said Mayor 
Ron Grunch. 

Because of new legislation 
that requires public bodies to 
establish written procedures 
and guidelines concerning 
Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) requests, policies devel- 
oped by city staff were ap- 
proved. The procedures had to 
be initiated by July 1 and in- 
cluded a written summary in- 
forming the public on how to 
submit requests, how the city 
will respond to the requests, 
fees and avenues of appealing 
the city’s denial of a request. 
The new policy will be posted 
according to the new law on 
the city’s website. ”I think the 
city’s compiled a very good pol- 
icy,” said City Manager 
Michael Cain. The city aver- 
ages 1 or 2 requests a month 
according to City Clerk/Trea- 


surer Cindy Grice. “I think the 
biggest part of this law was to 
explain to citizens how to get 
the information,” she said. 

A contract with Harbor 
Fence to install security fenc- 
ing around the City’s water 
well housing at a cost of 
$14,583 was approved. 

Water/ Waste Water Superin- 
tendent Mark Fowler ex- 
plained that well house #2 had 
been recently broken into with 
no damage or vandalism ex- 
cept the throwing of a fire ex- 
tinguisher. ”We recently had 
someone pop the door open 
and the front doors have been 
beat up numerous times,” he 
said. He explained that there 
has been an increased empha- 
sis of security on public drink- 
ing .water supplies and stated 
that tampering with the water 
supply brings with it a 20 year 
fine. The fence will be six feet 
high with three strands of 
barbed wire on the top. 


“Twenty years ago we wouldn’t 


have thought anything about 


someone vandalizing the well 
but we live in a different world 
now,” said Commissioner 
Derek Gaylord. 

A bid not to exceed $9,500 to 
Ed’s Electric for the installa- 
tion of a marina guard moni- 
toring system beacon at the 
marina was accepted. “We’re 
getting into the summer 
months, my recommendation 
is to go with the bid,” said Har- 
bor Master Barb Brooks. Part 
of the beacon is being paid for 
by a grant from the Michigan 
Township Participation Plan, 
the city’s liability insurance 
company. 

In his City Manager’s report, 
Cain announced that construc- 
tion began on the new DPW 
building June 9. “We are offi- 
cially on our way,” he said. 

Sunday, June 14 a Flag Day 
program will be held at Veter- 
ans Park at 6 p.m. The next 
City commission meeting will 
be held on June 23 at noon.

NO-WORRY TIPS TO KEEP EXERCISE SAFE 


Warning! Exercise-safety fears can be hazardous to your 
health. You may be stuck on the sidelines due to worries that 
exertion will cause heart, breathing or other problems; or 
you are concerned about the dangers lurking outdoors when 
biking or walking. And now a lot of folks are worrying about 
treadmill falls, ever since SurveyMonkey chief executive 
Dave Goldberg's tragic death due to a treadmill fall in May. 
But whatever your concerns, you're missing out on a lot of 
fun and good health benefits. 

Fortunately, exercise-related injuries are rare. Turns out 
treadmill mishaps sent 24,400 people to American emergency 
rooms in 2014 -- about half of 1 percent of the nearly 500,000 
people who walk and run on treadmills in the U.S., according 
to the Consumer Product Safety Commission. And every year 
New York City has around 4,000 reported bicyclist injuries -- 
while around 200,000 people a day ride bikes in the city. Re- 
gardless of these low numbers, you don't want to be part of 
those injury statistics. 

Let's look at some common exercise fears and how to over- 
come them so that you can enjoy all the health and happiness 
benefits of daily physical activity. 

Fear No. 1: "I'll have a treadmill accident." Unlike bikes, el- 
liptical trainers and rowing machines, a treadmill can keep 
on moving when you stop, causing trips, tumbles, cuts and 
abrasions. To maximize treadmill safety: Clip the auto-stop 
cord to your clothes; it will automatically shut the machine 
off if you fall. Always speed up and slow down gradually so 
you keep your balance. Look straight ahead; gazing down or 
to the side could be dizzying. If there's a code for starting up 
the treadmill, use it. This will help keep kids safe. 

Fear No. 2: "Exercise will make my health worse." If you've 
got a condition like diabetes, asthma or heart disease, you 
might worry that overdoing it will mess with your blood 
sugar, breathing or heart function. In one University of Col- 
orado survey of 1,848 people, those with diabetes were 47 per- 
cent more likely to skip exercise due to injury fears. Andina 
new Canadian study, stroke survivors were leery about exer- 
cising at a rehab center due to heart fears. 

Actually, the right exercise routine can improve almost 
any health condition by reducing stress, controlling weight, 
keeping muscles and joints strong and flexible and improving 
key health indicators like blood pressure, blood sugar and 
LDL cholesterol. Talk with your doctor about what's safe for 
you. 

Fear No. 3: "It's too dangerous out there alone." In a 2015 
review of research on women and exercise, personal safety 
emerged as a major obstacle to walking. Older people wor- 
ried about falling, especially on a solo walk or when exercis- 
ing alone at home or at the gym. These are legitimate 
concerns. Try setting up walking dates with a buddy -- it's the 
No. 1 way to keep you exercising regularly -- in an area where 
you feel safe. Ask your doc about ways to improve your bal- 
ance. If your goal is to stroll outdoors, look for options with 
flat, even surfaces like a running track (no one will mind if 
you walk it!) or a well-maintained, paved or gravel trail. And 
take a course on learning how to fall (see our book "YOU: 
Staying Young"). Learning how to roll when you sense you 
are falling is key to preventing breaks and injury. 

Fear No. 4: "Bad things just happen." We've all read sad sto- 
ries about the apparently super-healthy marathon runner 
who dies during a race or the person whose heart suddenly 
stops during a pick-up basketball game. Don't let that stop 
you. One new study determined that sudden cardiac arrest 
among midlife exercisers is relatively rare -- around 5 per- 
cent of all cases of sudden cardiac arrest -- and that many 
times people experienced warning signs like pain or unusual 
fatigue in the preceding week. The take-home for safe exer- 
cise: Pay attention to your body. Know your limits. Keep mov- 
ing

USDA offers disaster loss protection 


U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) 
Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) State Executive 
Director, Christine 
White, today announced 
that producers who 
apply for FSA farm 
loans also will be offered 
the opportunity to enroll 
in new disaster loss pro- 
tections created by the 
2014 Farm Bill. The new 
coverage, available from 
the Noninsured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Pro- 
gram (NAP), is available 
to FSA loan applicants 
who grow non-insurable 
crops, so this is espe- 
cially important to fruit 
and vegetable producers 
and other specialty crop 
growers. 

“FSA is opening its 
doors wider so that more 


specialty farmers know 
of our array of serv- 
ices,” said White. “And 
new, underserved and 
limited income specialty 
growers who apply for 
farm loans could qualify 
for basic loss coverage at 
no cost, or higher cover- 
age for a discounted pre- 
mium.” 

The basic disaster cov- 
erage protects at 55 per- 
cent of the market price 
for crop losses that ex- 
ceed 50 percent of pro- 
duction. Covered crops 
include “specialty” 
crops, for instance, veg- 
etables, fruits, mush- 
rooms, floriculture, 
ornamental nursery, 
aquaculture, turf grass, 
ginseng, honey, syrup, 
hay, forage, grazing and 
energy crops. 


In addition to free 
basic coverage, begin- 
ning, underserved or 
limited income produc- 
ers are eligible for a 50 
percent discount on pre- 
miums for the higher 
levels of coverage that 
protect up to 65 percent 
of expected production 
at 100 percent of the av- 
erage market price. Pro- 
ducers also may work 
with FSA to protect 
value-added production, 
such as organic or direct 
market crops, at their 
fair market value in 
those markets. Targeted 
underserved groups eli- 
gible for free or dis- 
counted coverage are 
American Indians or 
Alaskan Natives, Asians, 
Blacks or African Amer- 
icans, Native Hawaiians 


or other Pacific Is- 
landers, Hispanics, and 
women. 

FSA offers a variety of 
loan products, including 
farm ownership loans, 
operating loans and mi- 
croloans that have a 
streamlined application 
process. 

Growers need not 
apply for an FSA loan, 
nor be a beginning, lim- 
ited resource, or under- 
served farmer, to be 
eligible for Noninsured 
Crop Disaster Assistance 
Program assistance. To
